Medvedev warns about outside pressures 


USSR HISTORIAN HITS 
FELLOW DISSIDENTS 


MOSCOW (Reuter), — Soviet his- 
torlan Roy Medvedev, known in the 
West for his outspoken account of 
Josef Stalin's rule, yesterday strong- 
ly criticized methods of fellow Rus- 
sian dissidents in their campaign 
for wider human rights. 

Medvedev is the 48-year-old twin 
brother of the exiled eminent gene- 
ticist Zhores Medvedev, who was 
deprived of bis Soviet citizenship 
eorlier this year while working at 
Britain’s Institute for Medical Re- 
search in London, He now lives 
with his wife and son in the British 
capital. 

Yesterday, in ἃ. 6,000-word docu- 
ment made available to Western 
correspondents in Moscow, the his- 
torlan warned bluntly that while 
outside pressurea and public opinion 
im other countries could in some 
- cases change the policies of a state, 
in other cases they had the effect 
opposite to what wag intended. 

Hig document, entitled “The Prob- 
lem of Democratization and the 
Problem of Détente,” said that an 
influential “rightwing” group of So- 


‘ viet leadership wag unhappy with 


the era of improved relations with 
the West. Actions and statements 
by some dissidents — he specifical- 
ly mentioned physicist Andrei Sa- 
Kharov and writer Alexander Sol- 
zhenitsyn — had played into the 
group's hands, he said, 

The historian, expelled from the 
Communist Party several years ago 
for protests over what he called 
the rehabilitation of Stalin, was par- 
ticularly critical of calls from Dr. 
Sakharov for the U.S. Congress to 
refuse trade concessions to the So- 
viet Union. 

In a country like the Soviet Union 
where policies were formulated at 
the top, pressure from world public 
opinion could have a useful effect 
on changing internal policies, Med- 
vedev said. One such result was the 
llfting of the Soviet education tax 
imposed on Jews leaving fqr Israel. 

“But pressure from thd outside 
can also have a negative affect,” he 
added, 

“Ig Congress refused to grant the 
Soviet Union most favoured nation 
treatment it would make even 
more difficult the democratization 
of Soviet society,” he said.

Europe's policy was born in Brus-

press,” the French magazine, said 
that “what is taking place is sur- 
vender in the face of a threat.” 

“Western Europe has bowed to 
Arab pressure,” West Germany's 
“Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung” 
said. In Belgium, the newspaper 
“De Standaart” quoted with ap- 
Proval an Israeli accusation that 
the Common Market declaration 
“stinks of oil.” 

The declaration was written by 
the Common Market's nine foreign 
ministers in a meeting here Tuesday.
